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DETAILED ACTION 

SI 

Claims 1,8,1 1-15,22-24 are pending. Claims 2-7,9,10,16-21,25-^ have been canceled. 
The rejections of record have been dropped as the claims have been amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the 
rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1,8,14,22,2# are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nagao et 
al CA 1 12:7272 which teach species according to the invention useful as neoplasm inhibitors. 
See abstract. 

Claims 1,8,14,22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nagao et al 
CA 117:124013 that teach species according to the invention. See abstract. 

Claims l f 23,24are not included as the specific heterocycles are not taught, the liposomal 
formulation is not taught ,t and breast cancer is not treated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 

Claims 11-13 recite the limitation "5-membered heterocycle, opt. Sub. Furanan-2-yl" in 

Rl . There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Further, the claims 
depend from canceled claim 10 either directly or indirectly. 

Note that Rl has been limited to '6-membered heterocycle 5 . 

Observations 

Greenwald et al CA 132:15517 teach compounds where Rl is pyrolidine; Lie et la CA 
132:3273 teach Rl position = substituted furan. See also CA129:175488; CA 127:149030.
